GARIAN EATING HOUSE,

The 'on‘dmlr Appoetizing Odors
From the Natlonal Dish, Gulyas—
Mad Revels to Gipsy Muslc,

Like all large cities, Buda-Pesth has
beautiful hotels, on which we need waste
no words. When we arrive 1o strange
town we do not go in search of those
things which it bas in common with
other mumelpalities, but we look for
those things which are distinet and pe-
enlinr, o will then take ndvantage of
the beautifn} evening not to visit tho
Nationdl Theatre, where the Hungarian
lmqulgu i used (which, unhappily, we
don't understand), or the New Opers,
which strives to compate with the opern-
houses of other cities, but to enter o
Hungarian restanrant in the courtyard of
a house, where some dusty oleanders
form a sort of garden, covered with an
awning. Peculiar, wonderously appe-
tizing odors of the kitchen greet our

for wo are hero on the clussical
soil of the HMungarian ‘‘gulyns,” which
the Viennese pronounce “‘gollasch,” and
the Hungarians “gujansch.”

What 1s, then, n *“‘gulynsi" Meat
roasted in n peppery onlon sauce,  But
what a stu efinition that isis! [t is

like saying that an opera by Mozart is
combination of sounds, One thing,
however, is boyond dispute—if there is
o Hungarian heaven, “gulyas” is sure to
be eaten there, *Gulyns,” then, is u
concoction of onions, pork, meats of all
sorts, nodd paprika (red Hungarian pep-
per).  But who can praise in fitting lan-
gunge its savoriness?  Who can descrilie
with adequate elogusnee the blood-and-
marrow-peneteating  strengih  of  the
Wpﬂkn, this boasted nationnl product?

ho ean prafse sufficontly the puogent
pepper  with which the “gulyas™ s
seasoned in such abundant menswre that
the atranger who cats 1t feels something
dissolye inside of himIStars dance before
his eyes, and the perspiration breaks out
upon his brow. Bt this excessive pun
gency is tempered and enriched by the
potatoes cooked into a menly liguid and
the little dumplings known as “nokerln,”
In *‘gulyns,” as in music, there ar: ju-
finite variations possible, but the key-
note is always the paprika.  With the
“grulyns, " one or more bottles ol liery
Hungarina wine are drunk. ITo, ol
Hungarinn brother! Eljen!

As an nccompaniment to  ‘gulyns”
and paprika belongs gypsy music.  One
of llw many bands, whose chief is
local celebrity, installs ftsell in i corner
of the room. In foreign eountries one
seen  gypsies ol  questionablo orlgin.
Often they are Bobemians, or ezen Ger.
mans (in Huogary they are callod
Schwooli), who in meretricious huzzah
costumes exhibit themselves to thelr
guests. But in Buda-Pesth such play-
ing st gypeies would not be practicible,
Here the brown, brawny fellows, with
their shrewd, deap dark eyes, and their
mustaches, show themselves in all thelr
ontive picturesquencss. ‘T'heir  clothes
present g mixture of peculiarly Hungarian
and Europesn costumes; on their heads
they wear small round hats with turaed-
up brims, The men play without notes
and it is assertedd that the mnjority of
them do not koow one note from an.
other, but play by ear, il not Lo suy by
instinet, The lender of the band plays
the first violin, turning constantly with
nervous nlertness to the right aad to the
left, and the others simply sccompany
his melody with all sorts of variations.
An amportant role belongs in every
gypsy band to the cymbal-player, who
with two little hammers boats o kind of
bag zither, According s the Jeader
with nervous, almost convulsive motions
belabors his fiddie, the others flle swuy
after him, uutil they work themselves
up, Just sy he doss, into n musical de.
lirium, Long-drawn, plaiotive, melan.
choly, sighing tunes ulternate with sud.
den, unbridled bursts of joy.  Like the
